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SWEDEN. 
Poliomyelitis (Infantile Paralysis). 

According to information transmitted August 21 by Consul Jenkins 
at Gothenburg, poliomyelitis is present in epidemic form in the central 
part of the Province of Halland, in Sweden. The disease attacks 
adults as well as children. 

Poliomyelitis was prevalent in Sweden during the year 1911, there 
having been reported 2,390 cases from May 1 to October 15, of which 
339 eases occurred in towns. In Jonkoping Province to November 
29 there were reported 870 cases. 1 

VENEZUELA. 

Yellow Eever. 

Acting Asst. Surg. Stewart, at La Guaira, reports: During the two 
weeks ended August 31, 1912, there were reported at Maiquetia four 
cases ol yellow fever with four deaths, and at Caracas one case, 
imported from Maiquetia.
